THE EXCLUSION 
ACT. 


The Commissioner of Internal Beve- 


xme baa sabmitted new regulations for 
the issuance of certificates to Chinese 
tinder the amended exclusion act to 
Secretary Carlisle. According to these 
regulations Chinamen must swear that 
they never committed a felony in the 
United States, and the fact must be 
testified to by wflite fatnesses. 
A 


photograph of the applicant mast be 
attached to the affidavit, and two other 
likenesses must be transmitted, one to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue and 
the other to the Treasury Department. 


Collectors of Internal Revenue and 


their deputies are instructed that all 
classes of skilled and unskilled man- 
ual laborers, including Chinese em- 
ployed in mining, fishing, huckstering, 
lauudrying and peddling, shall be 
classed us laborers. A merchant is 
defined as one engaged in buying and 
selling merchandise at a fixed place of 
business, which business shall be con- 
dusted in his name, and who does not 
engage in the performance of any man- 
ual labor, except such as is necessary 
to conduct his business as such mer- 
chant. 


The regulations are so explicit that 


no mistake can be made in carrying 
them out. The distinction between a 
merchant and a laborer leaves no doubt 
as to the class a Chinese belongs. 
Every lal ..er who does not comply 
with thj requirements of the act is 
liable to bo arrested and deported. All 
Chinese who desire to remain un- 
molested m tho United States should 
comply with the provisions of the act 
within six months from the date of its 
approval by the President. Opportun- 
ity will be afforded them to regi&ter at 
convenient places in every State, and 
as the act has been declared constitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court, there 
will be no excuse for interference by 
the Six Companies 


I Promised a Judgeshlp for His Support of 


tbe Tariff lie form. 


NEW YOBK, November 26.—A close 


friend of Congressman William Wilson 
of West Virginia, he of tariff bill fame, 
said to-night: 


"It has been said that Mr. Wilson, in 


the forthcoming tariff measure, would 
not propose a big redaction on iron and 
coal, because a sweeting redaction in 
those two necessities would tend to 
injure the business of his constituents. 
President Cleveland had also heard 
that report. He sent for Mr. Wilson 
the day before yesterday and said to 
him: 


"See here, Wilson, you must stick in 


the knife. The duties on iron and coal 
must be greatly lowered and you will 
not lose anything by such action. Do 
as I say in this matter and you shall 
be appointed Circuit Judge of the 
Fourth Disf/ict to succeed the late 
Judge Bond " 


Wilson is an able lawyer, and his 


friends say nothing would please him 
so much as to be made a Federal Judge. 


FIGHTING IN BRAZIL. 


WHEAT IN CHICAGO. 


Wheat is cheaper in Chicago than at 


uiiy previous time in the history of the 
city. A Chicago paper says the specu- 
lative grade of wheat sold in the market 
at the close of business a week ago yes- 
terday for less than 60 cents per bushel, 
or 1 cent per pound. That was the 
point touched since August 1861, but at 
that time transportation charges east- 
ward were more than double what they 
are now, so that prices in the Eastern 
States are at present much the lowest 
ever known. 


It has been conclusively shown that 


wheat invariably since 1873 shared the 
fate of silver. 
When the metal ad- 


vanced in price wheat followed it and 
when it declined wheat went down with 
it. Other farm products were similarly 
affected. This is not only true of the 
United States, but of Europe also. The 
depression caused by the gold stand- 
ard effects farmers in England as well 
ua in the United States, as it make0 
money scarce and paralyzes enterprise 
and it is as baneful to the farmer, 
merchant and worlcin^man as it is to 
the miner. 


Terrific 
Cannonading 
Near 
Rio 
de 


Janeiro. 


BUENOS AYEES, November 25.—Ad- 


vices from Rio de Janeiro dated the 
17th are as follows: A shell from Fort 
Santa Cruz burst over the 450-potmder 
battery in ViJlegaignpn to-day, setting 
fire to a quantity of cotton and 
communicating to the powder maga- 
zine. This was followed by a terrific 
explosion. Several persons were killed. 
At daybreak the torpedo boats at 
Villegaignon began a fire of grape upon 
the exposed points of Rio and Nictheroy 
and kept it up all day. Many were 
killed. 


Early in the morning a body of in- 


surgent marines landed at Armacao, 
above Nictheroy and a battle ensued, 
lasting an hour. 
During this time 


there was a general cannonading and 
fourteen shells burst inside the city 
Last night the insurgents seized a coal 
lighter owned by Wilson & Sons, Brit- 
ish subjects. To-day the British Ad- 
miral compelled the captors to return 
the coal.

Tbelr MarkInK or Removal. 


A "Washington dispatch anent the res- 


olution of Congressman Cmnmings pro- 
viding for an international agreement 
for the reporting, marking and removal 
of derelicts in the north Atlantic ocean 
eays: 


Secretary Carlisle, in a letter to the 


committee on the subject, says that the 
necessity for such an_ agreement among 
the governments concerned was empha- 
sized by the international marine con- 
ference held in Washington in 1889. He 
believes the resolution a proper one and 
recommends its passage. Accompany- 
ing bis letter are extracts from the re- 
x>rt of the commissioner of navigation 
n the subject. 
Commissioner O'Brien in his report 
specially invites attention to the snb- 
ect of derelicts and other obstructions 
o navigation. 
He refers to it as a mat- 


er of international concernment and 
ne of great importance. President Mink 
>f the American Steamship association, 
n a letter to Mr. O'Brien, says that he 


informed that the commissioner is 


making heroic efforts to get rid of dere- 
icts off the Atlantic coast. He is re- 
oiced at this, as the members of the as- 
ociation are complaining bitterly at 
hese unlighted and unmarked obstruc- 
ions. They have been so frequent of 
ate that no captain feels easy in going 
tip or down the coast. 


Mr. Mallory says that precious car- 


goes and still more precious lives are 
;reatly threatened every time a vessel 
•asses between the United States and 
Europe and along the North American 
:oast, and they are not infrequently de- 
itroyed. Charts have done much for the 
afety of commerce by showing the posi- 
ions of 382 vessels abandoned on tho high 
seas and by marking the drift tracks of 
89 of them. 
Bnt they have utterly 


failed, and this is an alarming fact, to 
ihow the tracks of 023 derelicts which 
lave been reported. 
Ifc is another alarm- 


ing fact that they have tracks and do 
Irift. They are here today, yonder to- 
morrow. They arc a roving fleet that 
always hover upon the pathway of com- 
merce. They are more dangerous than 
a fleet of pirates, because they are vo-st- 
[y more numerous, because they strike 
vun more by night than by day and be- 
cause tiioy are more merciless when they 
do strike. To destroy them is the only 
effective way of dealing with them."
